In Madison county 
Mr. Frank Montgomery has already 
been placed In charge of the work and 
negotiations for an eai>eclally capable 
man to take charge of the work in 
Henderson county have virtually been 
completed. 

As rapidly as the counties are pro- 
vided with the agricultural superin 
tendents and groups of ten or twelve 
can be placed under a single super- 
visor this will be done. These super 
visors in turn will operate under three 
main divisions, through which the 
work will be subdivided from the be 
ginning. These divisions are the di 
vision of extension teaching, the club 
work which has been placed under Dr. 
Mtuchler, of Bowling Green, and the 
farm management division. 

For the present the first and third 
named divisions will be under the di 
rect supervision of the extension di 
vision Of the College of Agriculture, 
but within a short time they will be 
placed under separate division heads, 
as the club work under Dr. Mutchler 
has already been arranged.
